Oil poured upon the surface of 
the bay waters instead of doing the 
proverbial settling act is, om the 
contrary, stirring up considerabie 
trouble and arousing severe criticism 
from the harbor men, who are con- 
demning the laxness of the authori- 
ties in enforcing the: marine. laws, 
relative to the dumping of refuse 
and objectional matter in hte bay. 
For several months oi] has been ac- 
cumulating on the surface of the 
bay in considerable quantities from 
the bilge pumps of the oil tankers 
as the many oil ships entering thie 
port clean their biiges. 

According to the law the vessels 
must not perform this duty in the 
bay, and violators are subject to a 
$500 fine. Little attention has ap- 


parently been paid to the dereliction | 


by the port authorities, and as a 
consequence a film of oil has been 
slowly covering the bay. The tides 
sweeping back and forth so spread 
the accumulation that it now covers 
a greater part of the bay. White 
hulled or newly. cleaned vessels 
going through this nuisance soon 
lose their brightness and hawsers 
and tow ropes are covered with a 
mess of black oil. 

_. The worst trouble occurring is in 
the oil getting on the wings and 
feathers of the sea fowls, especially 
ducks. The birds become helpless 
and unable to either fly or feed. 
consequence they slowly starve to 
death. Hunters and boatmen report 
seeing hundreds of dead birds in 
various parts of the bay. 

The clam beds have’ been pra¢ti- 
cally ruined and many of the choic- 
est clam beaches have been made 
barren because of the quantities of 
ofl which have’ been deposited on 
the beaches by the changing tides.
